Theſe Chriſtians although they are called by ſeverall 
names, according to their ſeverall habitations and dwel- 
lings, yet they having one God, one faith, one Baptiſme; 
They make one Catholicke viſible Church, andare mem- 
bers of one body, whereof Telus Chriſt is the head and 
branches of that olive tree wherof Chriſt is the root. Bur 
the Church of Rowe is falne from her priſtine eſtate. And 
asthe Donatiſts falling firſt from the unitie of the Catho- 

licke Church fell alſo into this hereticall opinion, to wit, 


that the Catholicke Church wasno where elſe to be found 
bur onely in that Corner of Africa where they dwelt: So 
the Romaniſts are falae fromthe Ynity of the Church,and 
aftrme the Catholicke Churchro be onely in Rome and 'in 
the Countries ſubject to the Pope, 

Alfo the Pope their head, lifrech bimſclfe up above all 
Piſhops, Kings, Emperors, & the whole Church of Cod, 
& exalteth himſclfe as a God, in making new Articles of 
faith, and his owne words and definitions of equall aus» 
thoritic with Gods word, in delivering Soules out of Pur- 
gacory, in diſpenſing with Gods lawes, in controuling 
and judging of all men, himſfclfe to be judged of none; yea 
moreover he excommunicates for heretickes and Schil+ ' 
matickes theſe Churches, and putceth them in the ſtate of 
damnation, ſome of which being for extent more large 
then the Church of Rome in Evrope, for time more anti» 

ent, for worſhip more pure, for faith more ſourd, for pro- 
felfion more conſtanc, many of theſe Chriſtians ſuffring gre» 
vous perſecutions for Issvs Curisrs fake which they 

might quit themſelves of, if they would renounce their |}
